The Gyantbeing thus diſ- 
patched, in reward ofthis honourable piece of ſer- 
uice, Brute gaue vato Corinens apart of his lande,

he had by his wife faire I»nogen, daughter to King 
udraftn king of the Greeks,three worthy ſonnes, 
the firm fLotrine, the ſecond Camber,andthe 
third AlboniaiFco which three (not long before his 
death) he denided his whole kingdome in ſeuerall 
partitions, giuing to Zocrize all thatpart which we 
know beſt by the name of England; then tearmed 
by him Zoegria or Logres, To Camberhe limited 
the Countrey of Wales, called Cambria after his 
name, and deuided from Loeeria by theriuer of $4-. 
verne. To Albanat his third fonae, he appointed 
althe North part of thelle, lying beyond the Ri- 
uer of Humber, then called 4/bania,now Seotland, 
andto that Riuverthen Albaziadid reach. But fince : 
that time, thelimits of Zoegriawereenlarged, firſt 
by the proweſle of the Romares, then by our owne 
conqueſts, thatthe Tovede onthe one fide, and
